March 8, 1972...International 
Women’s Day, and what a way 


to celebrate Sally Wagner 
announced that the Women’s 
Caucus and the Faculty 


Women's Association had filed a 
sex discrimination suit against 
the college with the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 

“The federal agency will now 
be required to send an 
investigation team to the campus 
to determine the degree to 
which there is discrimination 
against women," wrote 
Rosemarie King ecstatically in 
the March 10, 1972 Hornet 


March 9, 1973... There are more 
speculations than facts about the 
failure of H.E.W., so far, to 
investigate the CSUS campus. 

In light of the fact that CSUS 
has compiled more instances of 
discrimination than any other 
western campus, Sally Wagner 
suggested that an enormous 
backlog of cases must be holding 
H.E.W. back. 

Others claim that HE.W. is 
avoiding the campus precisely 
BECAUSE the number of 
complaints is so great 

“Well, they don't WANT to do 
it,” Kate Millet, radical feminist 
and CSUS’s Distinguished 
Visiting Professor, said bluntly 

“We're going to want to sue a 
government agency to 
them to carry out the law.”

“The college administration is 
then required to initiate specific 
means and set specific goals to 
remedy the present 
inequalities..." continued Rose 
King’s article.

“There were rumors about the 
complaint, in the fall before the 
complaint was filed -- and that 
December (President Bernard) 
Hyink set up Affirmative 


Action,’’ pointed out Sally 
Wagner yesterday. 
Ellen Smith of the English 


Department agreed 

“There was a stronger attempt 
at affirmative action (after the 
complaint was filed,” she said 
No final statistics have proven 
that Affirmative Action has had 
any effect on hiring, Ms. Smith 
continued. The results of some 
informal studies have indicated 
some change -- and others, no 
change at all 

“The per cent of women on the 
faculty is such a slight increase 
as to be insignificant,’ said 
Dorothy Sexter, president of the 
Faculty Women’s Association,” 
in spite of Affirmative Action.” 


‘‘The complaint documents 
discriminatory practices with 
respect to employment of 
women in academic and 
non-academic positions; in 
matters concerning hiring, 
promotions, layoffs, job 
assignments, employee benefits, 
and wages...’ Ms. King wrote 
in The Hornet 


On the surface, the year has 
been a good one for working 


women. Both Distinguished

Visiting Professors are women -- 
Betty Chma) and radical feminist 
Kate Millet 

Sandra Barkdull was appointed 
Associate Dean of Arts and 
Science, joiningPeg McKoane as 
the second woman in 
administration 

Kathleen Barry came in 
January to be the first Advocate 
especially for women. 

But for the great majority of 


inside 
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women working at CSUS - 
part-time faculty and staff 
women -- the wails are as high as 
they've ever been 

Part-time taculty ~ which 
includes a large majority of 
teaching women ~ have no 
formal grievance procedure 
regarding tenure, retention and 
promotion. 

A grievance procedure was 
approved by the Faculty Senate 
some time after the H.E.W. 
complaint was filed, but it was 
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H.E.W. WE'VE BEEN WAITING A YEAR 


rejected by former college 
president Bernard Hyink. 

Staff women -- despite a new 
class designed especially for 
them to dissolve job stereotypes 
and resist job discrimination — 
continue to do more work than 
they get paid for. 

This is the result of Personnel’s 
refusal to reclassify women 
staffers from clerical assistant to 
administrative assistant, 
although in reality they are 
doing administrative work 

“At least in Berkeley (where 
H.E.W. investigators have been) 
the complaints were that women 
were doing administrative work 
and getting classified as 
administrative assistants,’ said 
Sally Wagner. 


‘*...With respect to women 
students,” The Hornet read, 
‘the complaint documents 
discriminatory practices in the 
areas of admissions, distribution 
of financial aid, provision of 
services and priveleges.”’ 


Two new education avenues 
opened up for women in the last 
year 

Maria del Drago broke away 
part of the Continuing 
Education Program, setting up a 
Continuing Education for 
Women Program designed to fill 
the needs of older women, who 
have graduated from college 
dropped out to marry or never 
got the chance to start. Many of 
them, with older children or 
dead-end jobs, need the special 
appeal of continuing education 
classes to pull them back onto 
the campus. 

Continued pressure was 
necessary, but late last spring a 
minor in Women’s Studies was 
approved by the college 
administration. It is 
administered by the Women’s 
Studies Board and offers about 
20 courses 

Control of both campus media 
-- KERS-FM and The Hornet -- is 
in the hands of women for the 
first time in several years 

People in the women’s 
movement warn against 
becoming too complacent over 
the minor gains brought about 
by the threat of the H.E.W 
complaint, reminding one 
instead that equality in the 
university system still has a long 
way to go 

Individual complaints of 
discrimination are still being 
added to the H.E.W., file. To add 
to the case against California 
State University, Sacramento, 
contact Sally Wagner in CHC-3 § 
or Ellen Smith in English 157B.

I would like to request that the 
Hornet and the Student Senate 
look into a problem that will 
eventually affect every student 
who wishes to attend any 
athletic function as an alumni 

While attending this school for 
four years | paid rather large 
sums of money (Sorry, Bond, 
but I even had to borrow money 
to attend college-so please 
don’t try to tell me that if I had 
gone deeper into dept, | would 
have learned more.) to the 
student activity fund which was 
used, in part, to pay for the 
$50,000 plus athletic budget 
which keeps the athletes in foot 
powder. | find that even now, as 
an alumni, I cannot escape the 
school’s desire for my cash. | am 
referring to the exhorbitant 
costs to the alurnni to attend an 
athletic event. Last semester it 
cost me $2.50 ($3.00 for general 
admittance) to attend a Hornet 
football game. This Kings’ 
Ransom did not even include the 
use of sanitary or lighted johns. 
If you've ever sat downwind of 
them you Know what I mean. 

I would like to attend the 
Hornet events and have enjoyed 
their athletic functions, but I 
refuse to pay a high price to 
attend these events when the 
student budget totals almost 
$500,000 a year for various 
activities. 

The basic question remains as 
to why the College charges 
$2.50 to $3.00 to non-students 
when it is clearly prohibitive to 
attendance from the general 
community as well as the 
Alumni. I would therefore 
request that a more reasonable 
price policy be adopted, such as 
$1 or $1.25 to promote their 
athletic events to all. This eased 
price policy would guarantee 
higher attendance and a more 
active Alumni. 

I ask that the Board of Fiscal 
Matters, the Student Senate and 
the Staff of the Hormét rectify 
this problem before it’§ too late 
and you too become victims, or 
Alumnus, to the unfair prices of 
the CSUS athletic events

President Bond’s Statements 


Not-Elitist Claims Need Study

Terry Snyder's editorial on 
President Bond, (Hornet, 2-28), 
should be carefully studied. 
Bond’s claim that he is not an 
“elitist’’ has been contradicted 
by his own statements. To Mel 
Whitaker, Sacramento Bee, he 
said, “In the 1960's universal 
access to higher education was 
demanded. One of the real 
difficulties with that is that 
higher education was never 
intended for the MASSES.” 
(The capitals are mine.) 

In the same paper, 2-28, during 
a long interview with Don 
Speich appears this statement, 
“community colleges should 
play a higher ‘screening 
function’ in deciding who goes 
into the LABOR MARKET and 
who is qualified to transfer, after 
two years to a four year college 
ox university. 


Hornet Foundation in Black

Contrary to many rumors the 
Hornet Foundation is not in 
danger of losing money this 
year. In fact, the Foundation 
should come reasonably close to 
attaining the profit that was 
projected for this school year 
The Food Service branch of the 
Hornet Foundation will finish 
the year in the red by design. 
However, the money lost here 
will easily be made up with the 
profits from the Bookstore and 
the vending operations. 

The deficit facing the Food 
Services was decided upon by 
the Board of Directors of the 
Foundation,,who set up the 
budget for the three sections. 
The Food Service section was 
budgeted for an $18,600 loss. 
This loss stems from the Board's 
hesitation to raise the board 
rates for dorm students, and all 
food prices in general, although 
the price of a few items has 
increased. 

While the Food Service are 
taking a financial bath, the 
Foundation expects the other 
sections to amass a large gain, 
enough to put the net profit for 
the school year in the area of 


$83,000. It is possible that the 
profits made from the vending 
machines can be utilized to 
improve the physical facilities of 
the Food Service department, 
which will expand when the new 
dormitories are completed. 

Regarding the money loss in 
food services, a spokesman for 
the Foundation said “This 
shouldn't be construed as bad 
management. It is an 


unwillingness to pass price 
increases to the clientele 
(students). There are no 


horrendous connotations.” 

Another person close to the 
scene said “We should come 
pretty close to the projected

profit. it could go either way.” 
Whether the Foundation will 
continue to absorb the Food 
Service loss or not is debatable 
The Board is currently 
reevaluating the long-term goals 
of the Foundation. As 
mentioned before, money is 
needed to improve the vacilties 
of the Foundation, and they 
must decide upon the course of 
action to take. They can raise 
the prices and board rates to 
make an appreciable profit, or 


continue the present policy of, 


lower prices and lower profits. If 
any changes should occur they 
will not take effect until the fall 
semester.

This is an elitist attitude. In 
fact it has been an educational 
policy in Germany for the past 
35 years. This the German 
educators claim will produce 
“happy” workmen. Absenteeism 
amongst the German workers is 
as much of a problem as 
elsewhere, including Russian 
which has practiced this attitude 
for an even longer period of 
time. 

One wonders just what his 
motivation might be, Chancellor 
Dumke’s position, the 
Governorship or what. His 
attitude assures him of the 
endorsement of Governor 
Reagan, as well as the John 
Birch Society. 

Tuition, at this time, is the 
main issue, and we should not 
deviate from that. Under the 
suggested raise, theBee, 1-27-73, 
the cost for four years for an AB 
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if one is lucky enough to 
complete it in that time 
$8,188. A MA, ora Ph. D were 
not mentioned. 

Since all applications are now 
processed through CSUSJ, the 
chances of a student being 
assigned to a southern school are 
a strong possibility. Thus living 
costs would be added to that 
total. This varies from $1,700 to 
$2,400 per annum (1970 
figures). The annual average 
would be $2,050. For four years 
$8,200. Thus the total cost of a 
four year education would be 
$16,408. This is'more than the 
yearly similar salary for most of 
the families in the middle 
income level, which runs from 
$10,000 to $15,000. Many 
students would have 


considerable trouble in obtaining 
a part-time job to meet some of 
the cost.

Smallmouth Bass 
Easy Landing 


By Troy White 


With spring coming on both large and 
smallmouth bass, fishing is starting to improve in 
places like Folsom Lake and Camp Far West 
Reservoir. The water is still pretty cold and in 
order to catch fish with any regularity you have to 
go deep. If you’ve never fished for spring bass, or 
have but can’t catch them, don’t pass it off as 
luck. It simply means that you're doing something 
wrong. Have you ever asked a guy with a limit of 
fish what he used to catch them, only to find that 
you were using the same thing with no success? 

The point is that it’s not what you use, but how 
you use it that counts. There are a lot of good 
lures on the market these days and any lure that 
effectively imitates natural spring bait will catch 
bass if it is offered in a natural manner 

This time of year, the bass are laying in water 10 
to 20 feet deep and aren’i moving around very 
much. So, fish deep with lead-head jigs, hair 
raisers, and plastic worms and fish them slow. Try 
to find underwater formations such as submerged 
rocks, trees, and drop-offs 

There are several ways to fish these lures but the 
best method | have used is to cast out as far as | 
can and let it sink completely to the bottom 
before I start to retrieve it. I never retrieve these 
jures by winding them in, but by raising my rod 
quickly, lifting the lure up off the bottom a few 
feet, taking up the slack, and letting it fall back 
down again. I repeat this process until the lure is 
right below me and start over again. When fishing 
this method, be prepared to set the hook quickly 
at the slightest tap on your line, otherwise the bass 
will spit out your lure before you can react. This 
method is being used right now at Folsom Lake to 
take fish up to seven pounds.

Everybody's Against 
the War but...

Like many ot us, Mark Riley 


was against the Vietnam War 
But unlike the great majority 
of us who only protest vocally, 
Mark took action. For two years 
he refused to pay his federal 
taxes

and Riley was 
evasion.

served a jail sentence of six 
months, from January 6 to May 
29 of last year. He was released 
on three years’ probation 

Now he is back on campus and 
has resumed his position as 
assistant professor in the Latin 
department 

“It is pretty clear why I did it 
1 am against the government's 
military spending. Refusing to 
pay taxes is an effective way to 
protest; though an even better 
way is not to make a taxable 
income, but that was not 
practical to do 

“Even now I still think it (tax 
evasion) is a good idea and 
everybody should do it 
Probably everybody would do it 
if they could get away with it 

“I am not really ready for 
another jail sentence in the near 
future. | am paying my taxes 
now 

“It is important for people to 
react to the government, 
especialiy during war years. But 
we should not act on the same 
level that the government uses 
Shooting down a plane from 
McClellan would not be a good 
way to protest 

“It is best to be unwilling to 
cooperate and wil’ ¢ to face the 
consequenc.s of not 
cooperating 

“I realized that a jail sentence 
would be the end of this. The 
first year I paid only a4 portion 
of my taxes. The next year I 
paid none. There was a formal 


trial and I pleaded guilty, which 
I received 


surprised the court 


the maximum sentence; the 
judge even stated that he wanted 
to deter others from following 
my example 

‘When all of this was 
happening, my 
unhappy; it was harder for her 
to adjust to the situation, but 
she agreed with me. And 


wife was 


everybody was very 
sympathetic, they helped her 
out and came to visity me while 
I was in jail 


“And I want people to realize 
this point we have to help the 
people now down at the jail 
That place is rotten it is 
over-crowded. In the cell I was 
in, there was as many as 18 men 
for 12 bunks 

Many were there only 
overnight or for a couple days, 
but many are there for three or 
four months, sometimes just 
waiting for their trial to come 
up. I was there a month; then I 
was moved to a prison in Los 
Angeles 

“It would be much worse to 
spend one year in the county jail 
than one year in a state prison 
It is the worst place to be ~— I'd 
rather be in any other 
institution 

“And there is no hope for a 
change for the better in the 
future. If the arrests keep up, 
with the closure of the state 
prisons, the conditions in the 
county jails all over the state will 
worsen; unless there is increased 
use of probation, which will help 
ease the over-crowding 

“And remember that prison 
doesn't rehabilitate anybody 
unless somebody wants to 
change himself. The people for 
whom a life of crime is the way 
to make a living will go out and 
commit the same cnmes they are 
in for, once they are released 
What can you do for these 
people? Obviously prison isn’t 
the answer.”

Pouring forth from the music 
recital hall this last Tuesday eve, 
was the early polyphonic music 


of a six piece group called 
MUSICA MUNDANA. Their 
program included selections 


from the years 1310 to 1547. 
The three voices featured were 
soprano, tenor and baritone 
They attained a very smooth and 
mellow blend, almost as if they 
had been hand picked to work 
with each other 

In the music of that era, vocal 
passages were quite difficult to 
accomplish. The harmonies, 
through basic in form, seemed 
mildly eerie and strange to those 
not familiar with that style 
(usually lacking the middle of 
the chord, the third.) 
Vowel tones are 
sung through a series of notes 
which may span not only more 
than an octave (eight scale 
steps), but go through more than 
one score On a page of written 
music before ending the word 
(Music students recognize the 
aforementioned as a melismatic 
passage.) The vocalists were able 
to accomplish this with little 
strain, and on a very protessional 
and exemplary level 

The other three performers 
played various instruments from 
the period: crumhorn (a 
flute-like reed horn shaped like a 
“J"’), treble, tenor, and buss viols 
(cello-shaped instruments with 
six strings); a lute; a small, 
hand-held pipe organ 
(predecessor to today’s pipe 
organs); and a recorder. The 
players of these instruments 
were matched in musical 
integrity to the singers

group, arranger and Master of 
Ceremonies at the concert, as 
well as a talented 
instrumentalist, was Mr. David 
Fallows. Formerly of 
Cambridge, England, he is 
presently persuing a Doctoral 
Degree at U.C. Berkeley. His 
disertation for his doctorate will 
be on composers Robert Morton 
(fl 1457-1475) and John 
Bedyngham (ea 1420-1459). 
Pieces by these composers were 
included in the program. One 
selection which subtly related 
to today’s music with its 
syncopated lines was “L”’>homme 
arme/I1” sera by Morton. Mr. 
Fallows displayed his virtuosity 
on the recorder with a quick and
